Powell's Building 
Gutted. 


FIRE BRIGADE CHECKS 
"FLAMES SPREADING. 


A greater part of Powell’s Build- 
ing, occupied by offices and the 
Hong Konz Electric Company's 
store and workshop, was gutted by 
fire shortly after 8 p.m. last night. 
The damage has not yet been 
assessed but it is expected to reach 
a considerable figure. 

The call was received at the 
Central Fire Station nt 8.10 and 
eight engines were quickly on the 
reene, but the flames spread 
through the bullding, which is 
largely a wooden structure, with 
alarming rapiditv, and in less 
than an hour, almost the entire 
roof had collapsed, and the first 
floor of two storey structure was 
dogmed. 

Only the splendid work of 
the Fire Brigade saved the 
‘other narts of the building 
and adioining premises, 

Jota of water were played ‘on 
the flames from the premises of 
Mcaars, Lane, Crawford's and the| 
unper floors and fire escape of 
Exchanre Building, while — an- 
other hose was onernted fram 
the ronf of the St, Francis Hotel, | 
the rear of which adjoining the! 
burning block, 

Two lines of hose were taken 
inside’ the burning building on! 
the first floor, where firemen} 
hod to work almost in darkness, 
before the arrival of acetelyne 
flares. Fallin beams and heavy 
picees of falling masonry made 
the work extremely hazardous, 
pnd on more than one occasion 
the firemen hed to beat a hasty 
retreat to avoid the burning de- 
bris.

FRIGHTFUL HORROR 
IN CALIFORNIA 


6,000 IN LOS ANGELES 
HOSPITALS | 


FIRE AND TIDAL WAVE ADD TO 
TERROR AND HAVOC 


Los Angeles, Yesterday. 


Handreds are dead and thousands injured, and thousands of 
buildings have been demolished b7 the violent carthquake shocks 
which rocked the Pacific senboard of the State of California, United 
States on Friday night. Fierce fires are raging in the stricken arca, 
and a hugh tidal wave which sweot the coast line from Santa Bar- 
bara to San Diego added to the horrors of the disaster. 

The first tremor was felt ot 5.95 p.m, (Pacifle Standard 
Time 10.50 am., Saturday, Hong Kone Time) and was followed 


by further shocks at 9.15 p.m., the last tremors being more 
severe than the first. 


Long Beach, the fashionable resort of film stars, was suffered 
severely, 62,000 buildings in the city being wrecked, while fire 
threatens to wipe out the remainder. Hundreds are reported killed, 
and the UnitedStates battle fleet, which was harbouring at Los 
Angeles, has rushed marines to the scence, * The number of injured 
there is estimated at 1,500. 


Messages from San Francisco 
and San Diego state that the 
death roll at Long Beach so far 
is 600, and that the whole dis- 
trict i3. blazing fiercely, The 
glow of the fire can be seen for 
many miles. 

Interrupted communication 
with the city, which is feared to 
be the centre of the quake, has 
delayed official information.

Nevertholeas, the Church of the 
Latter-Day Saints in alill a finan- 
clal power in Utah. Sanit Lake 
City witncased an example of this 
power only recently, when one of 
the local banks closed its doora. 
The collapse of this institution 
caused a run on another bank— 
the Church-owned Zion's Savings 
|Bank. President Grant announced 
that the whole resources of the 
Mormon Church were behind this 
the run immediately 


nased. 

Political power ia waning. There 
was a time when the Mormon 
hierarchy influenced clectlona in 
five States, and when the word of 
the President (always a Republi- 
can) determined the suffragen of 
ithe Mormon voters. But now the 
‘Church—though its economic in- 


ever with the Republican, high 
tariff causc—disclalms all political 
influence. : 

Mormoniam’s historic allegiance 
to Republienniam can be explained 
in one word: sugar. It was tho 
Mormons who firat brought sugar 
bect seed from Germany and made 
Utnh the principnl sugar beet 
-|producer in the Unian. The 
controls the 
sugar refineries of the State, 
wants high tariffs to protect this 
Industry, It also wanta high 
tariffs to guard its other ngricul- 
tural products’ from foreign com- 
petition, for the Mormons ‘have 
always been, and still are, a pre- 
dominantly farming community. 

“ Early Pioncers. 

Individuals among carly Mor- 
1/mons had no capital, no, virtually 
every enterprise except agriculture 
hud to be financed and directed by 
the Church as a whole, with com- 
munal money. 

But into the second great enter- 
prise of Utah—mining—the Church 
has never entered. The aharp line 
that divides the “Mormon end” of 
Salt Lake City from the “business 
end” ia significant of the tradi- 
tional policy. that has kept the 
Latter-Day Saints aloof from the 
mines which have made so many 
fortunes for others, 

Brigham Young resolutely op- 
posed the development of the vart 
mineral. resources of his new ter- 
ritory, Ilis people needed food; 
and food was to be obtained by 
tilling the soll, not by mining it. 
Moreover, mining would attract

Thus, amid all this wealth, tho 
enrly ploncers were almost without 
metals. They built a tabernacle to 
sent 8,500 people without a single 
nnil or gerew, of beams fantencd | 
together by wooden pexs 
bound with thonga of raw  cow- 
hide, It still stands to-day, on 
architectural marvel ‘of — self- 
supporting arches. 

But, despite Mormon opposition, 
mining has rapidly become Utah's 
chief industry. Beyond the anow- 
penks that encircle Salt Lake City 
are rich deposits of gold, ailver, 
copper, lead, zinc, and other 
metals. Three years ago the pro- 
duction of these metals brought 
nearly $90,000,000 into the State 
of Utuh—most of it spent in Salt 
Lake City, In 1991 the mining in- 
come was only $21,000,000, Last 
tyear [19825 it was far Jess, though 
Teturns have not yet been com: 
pleted. 

Of the 150 normally productive 
minea in Utah only eight are now 
working—anil all of there undor 
heavy curtallment. With most of 
the miners uncmployed and tho 
remnhinder on part-time, and with 
senrcely any minerola being trans. 
ported, railwaymen are losing 
their jobs and farmers their valu- 
‘able local market. 

Utah producca one-third of all 
the silver mined in the United 
States; and down in the business 
lend of Salt Lake City the magic 
word "bi-metallism’ is being -free- 
ly spoken as the “Open Sesame" 
that will unlock the door to pros- 
perity again, Mining leaders with 
whom I have talked do not advo- 
cnte the free coinaye, of silver, 
But they belicve that the introduc- 
tion of a judicious amount of 
silver, varying in percentage ac- 
cording to the necdr of individual 
nations, would go far to relieve 
the present situation. 

Mormon Thrift. 

This policy is put forward as a 
contribution towards world re- 
covery. 

Another suggestion’ I have 
heard here is that all or part of 
Europe’s war debts should be 
paid in silver; but this proposal 
has received little influential 
support. . 

Desperate though the economic 
situation here undoubtedly — is, 
Utab has suffered less in actual 
privation than many other States, 
One of the only words surviving 
from the language invented by the 
carly Mormons is the word 
“deserct,” which means “thrift” 

Thrift is a strong characteriatic 
of Utah. Few of its people launch- 
ed into the spectacular excesses of 
extravagance that were -scen in 
most parta of America during the 
boom years. Consequently, thik 
State though hard hit, still has re- 
serves that soften the blow.

BRIDGE NOTES 


PSYCHOLOGY 
ILLUSTRATED. 


(By Ely Culbertson.) 


Whilo most Bridgo writers place 
considerable atresn on the impor- 
tance of the psychologienl aloment 
in the game, one uaunlly finda that 
they deal only with Its appHeatlon 
to bidding. Ido not recollect ever 
necing an illustration of the effect 
of paychology on the piny, and 1 
fherefore vonture to draw atten- 
{ion to the following hand, which 
occurred the other evening, nnd 
forma, I think, as pretty an example 
of paychological play as jt would be 
poasible to find.

Weat'a Onening lend was a dia- 
mond. South won with the Queen 
and then went into Dummy with 
the Knave of hearts to obtain two 
diseards on the diamond Ace and 
King. These discards brought into 
play the paychological factor, 

It was, of course, practically cer- 
tain that East held the Ace and 
Queen of apades. The positions of 
the clib King and Queen were not 
ro clenr, there being a good chanco 
thnt one of them at lenst, Iny on 
South's left. While it was pro- 
bable, however, that, Jf West held 
either of these carda, South should 
be one trick Hght, there wan still 
a chaney of bringing off a succesn- 
ful “squeeze,” and South set out to 
frame hin plans accordingly. 

Rapidly South Jooked nhead to 
the time when he should have four 
sards left, two of which would be 
trumps and the other two “losers,” 
since he must part with the Ace of 
clubs in order to yet the lead in 
his own hand. East would then, in 
all probability, hold, in addition to 
the Ace-Queen of spades, either 
King-Queen, King-x or Queen-x of 
cluba, What would he discard on 
South’s néxt trump lead? This ob- 
viously depended on South's dis- 
card of the diamonds. 

If South discarded two spades, 
East would in all probability dis- 
card the spade Queen. But would 
he carry his reasoning to its logi- 
eal conclusion and discard the Ace 
also on South's last trump? It was 
clearly necessary to take into ac- 
count Enst's “class” before  pro- 
eeeding. South knew him to be 
just a moderate kind of player, who, 
while making no bad mistakes, 
would be likely to fall short In a 
crisis such os thls, and decided 
that, at the last, East would shirk 
parting with the apade Ace and 
would compromise 2 club. This

Clearly, therefore, South must 
discard a apade and the Knave of 
clubs and rely upon East keeping 
as his lost three cards the Ace of 
spades and two clubs. It was pos- 
slble that in view of South’s discard 
of aclub Enst might havo a 
“brain-wave” and discard both 
hia clubs, but here. again 


South's knowledge of his mentality 
was of assistance. He knew that 


East was well acquainted with the Wal 


wiles of falsecarding, and without 
analyzing the position very clearly, 
he would probably, on secing th: 
club Knave, immediately say to 
himself, “Aha! Another of South’s 
folsecards!"” In any case, the risk 
had to be taken. 

Everything worked out beautiful- 
ly. South discarded ao spade andj 
the Knave of cliibs, led a club and 
won with the Ace, and then led five 
more trumps.: On the last of these, 
East, who held King-x of clubs, 
discarded the spade Queen, thus 
giving South his contract. 

Of course, the whole point of the 
hand is that, had East been a first- 
class player, South’s best policy 
would have been to discard two 
apades and to rely upon Enet dis- 
carding both the Ace and. Quecn.

Is it any wonder that Christ in lis 
ministry, continually facing us He 
did this splrit of envy. luid so much 
emphasis on the spirit of humility?

Religions in- 
tolerance, and promptings of world- 
ly interests. 

Not for the first time in history 
“hos there been religious intolerance 
when one side ia very strony, and 
the other very weak. But just as 
soon ag the wenk becomes the 
atrong, then envy finds expression in 
intolerance. 

In the case of Caiphas it showed

This foundation,  comuarnble 
if scale to those of the Enylish 
schools and colleges of ‘Tudor 
days, was due to the munificent 
generosity of George F. Baker, a 
self-made multi-millionaire, who, 
having himself started ag a sro- 
¢er’s errand-boy at two dollars a 
week, had the vision to see that 
there might be more expeditiqus 
ways of producing managing dis 
rectors than by passing mew 
through Tonge years of umnecess 
sary drudgery in which they tend, 
instead, to become nurraw-mind- 
ed departmental foremen. 

It was Baker's view that. in- 
dustry and commerce, of all oc. 
cupations, demand the highest 
qualities of character and intel- 
lect, that there is yreater scope 
for crentive xtatesmanship in i 
business enreer than in politics 
or the professions, and that “the 
man who can reduce the price of 
margatine hy a penny a pound 
deserves as well of hia fellows as 
he who subdues a rebellious pro- 
vince,” 

A few centuries ayo shaving, 
and surgery were one trade un- 
der the sign of the barber's pole, 
the Taw waa oa side-line for 
priests, and accountancy did not 
exist, To-day these professions 
are organised: they demand a 
humane education, long training:

If the University man has 
made the most of his time, play- 
ing, hard and working hard, the 
probability is that he will be bet- 
ter. If he has wasted hia time 
—iund nawhero can a mon more 
easily acquire habits which un- 
fit him for a rerious career than 
at the older Universities—he can 
be the last man a business would 
wish to employ. But directors 
must learn to discriminate — be. 
tween one who takes first-class 
honours (to do which he will have 
to work harder than he is ever 
Jikely fo again) and an idle fel- 
low who scrapes a pass. 

Yet jrood degrees are only the 
heginning. And a post-graduate 
business course is not the end.
